Mary McLane made a more recent bid for fame 
Twelve years ago, after 17 years of oblivion, Bile 
published another book, a sequel to her first, "The 
Story of Mary McLane." 
This Beyond work, even 
more daring than 
its 
predecessor, was titled, "I, 
Mary McLane," and for a few brief years it brought 
back the adulation that the impetuous woman had 
learned to crave. 


But that is not the story. 
The story is that Mary 
McLane, once the toast of the reading public, died 
lonely and forgotten in a border line rooming house 
in Chicago a few days ago. 
The woman whose writ­ 
ings proclaimed her to be one of the world's greatest 
egoists died penniless, friendless, 
broken in mind 
and body. 


It was not her magnificent egoism which caused 
this

woman 
to 
die alone 
almost

mourned; it was the fickle aspect of fate that will 
cast many present day authors into oblivion, just as 
It did her.

with the passage of t me, it is •ecessary to under 
stand Bolivia's 
geographical 
position on tho one 
hand and that cf Paraguay on the other. 
Bolivia is a part of the anrient Peru of Plzarro. 
Once it was known 
as 
Alto Peru or High 
Pern. 
Simon Bolivar, from w hbh the state takes its 
name, 
established it. 
If occupies a high and m ountainous 
region, stopped OO th*' west by the vast wall of the 
Andes. 
Eastward the country descends in a long 
slope toward the plains country on the Atlantic side. 
The population of Volivla is placed at som e 3,000, 
OOO. 
Half of the p*opl<* are Indians and another 
quarter m'Rtizos or mixed breeds. 
But white and 
Indian alike, all Bolivians are intensely loyal to tho 
Republic. 
Bolivia Is n treasure house of mineral wealth. It 
stands second only to th*- Malay states In the pro 
duction of tin, a commodity of great value and in 
world-Wide demand. 
Furthermore, Bolivia can boast 
no mean agricultural wealth, having valuable hard 
wood timber, cocoa, rubber, cattle, and Alpaca wool 
Potentially the country is enormously rich. 
Even 
now It is prosperous. 
American exports to the Re­ 
public amount to $5,000,000 a year. 
It is estim ated thnt more American capital has 
been Invested in Bolivian m !ne« than those of any 
other South American stat*-. 
A single company al 
ready has invested the vast sum of $30,000,000. 
in earlier tim*?* Bolivia bad an outlet to the Pa 
cific. 
This was lost as the result of tho war be 
tween Gillie and Peru in 1879-1883 which closed the 
Tacna A rb a passageway. 
There are railway lines 
to the coast but foreign territory m ust be traversed 
Bolivia hoped, as the result of the recent Tacna- 
Arica arbitration in which former P resident Cool­ 
idge took a prominent part, to obtaiu a corridor to 
the sea sim ilar to th at which Poland was given lo 
the Baltic by the Treaty of Versailles. 
This hope 
was not rewarded and tile mountain nation feels it­ 
self effectually cut off from that point of egress. 
Tho town of Peurto Suave* on the upper reaches 
of the Paraguay river is claimed by Bolivia. 
Op 
polite is the Brazilian river port of t ’orum ba Brazil 
has been more 
consistently 
friendly 
to Paraguay 
than to Bollva. Corumba is a key to tho river at 
this point. 
Projects have been set on foot in the 
past for the construction of a railway from this 
point to the Atlantic across Brazilian territory, but 
each such proposal tins died a borning. 
It has never 
appeared a wholly satisfactory solution to Bolivia, 
anyway, aa foreign territory would have to be cross 
cd and traffic would bo subject to any delays and 
interferences w h b h Brazilian authorities m ight elect 
to place In tile way. 
How railways through foreign 
lands fare is currently exemplified bv the dispute 
between Russia and China over the Russian-built 
Chinese E astern Railway which traverses Chinese 
territory to reach the sea. 
So Brazil cuts Bolivia 
off from tho Atlantic in that manner. 
Tile Pilcomayo river which Joins the Paraguay 
river at Asuncion, the Paraguayan capital, also is 
a great stream . 
But it is unreliable and not navi 
gable in the sam e sense that the Paraguay is. Drain 
ing a portion of the great m arshes which constitute 
a large portion of the area of the Chaco Boreal, it 
varies in volume with the flood seasons and the dry 
ones. 
Navigable to large ships in som e seasons it 
would not carry them in others. 
But the chief dif­ 
ficulty concerning it is that the Pilcomayo has no 
certain course. 
With a world m arket ready to exert an effectual 
demand for the rich products of Bolivia, it is but 
natural that th at nation is anxious to break a way 
through. 
For that reason she has never relinquish­ 
ed her claims, based on early exploration and on 
Spanish colonial boundary agreements. 
The economic position of Paraguay is competitive 
in contrast. 
Paraguay, too, is rich in resources. She 
believes it to her economic interest to prevent Bo­ 
livia from becoming too ri* ii and powerful a neigh­ 
bor. 
H er own channel of ogress is amply provided 
tor and she feels under no obligations to open a gate 
to a potential competitor. 
Then, too, Paraguay desires to have .the Chaco 
Boreal for her own development. 
She is not seeking 
any portion of the mountain legions of Bolivia far 
to the westward but only tliin prairie and forest land 
which potentially is very rich, especially if oil is 
found in any great quantities. 
Brazil and Argentina, although not so deeply con­ 
cerned ns Paraguay, are naturally not overzealous 
in assisting a competitor to the markets of the 
world. 
They have their own axes to grind.

adult. The symptoms produced by 
the wrong feeding are likely to be 
m uch more violent 
than 
in 
the 
grown-up. 
Vomiting is a common sign in in­ 
fants. If fed too fast, too often, or 
too much, the bally is almost sure 
to vom it within a few minutes af­ 
ter th e bottle is finished. 
It Is a very important thing to 
have the hole in the rubber nipple 
exactly the right size, lf the open 
ing is too large, the milk is received 
so rapidly that the stomach resists 
Five m inutes is too short a time to 
em pty a bottle.
